Caluminated as I have been during a 
long depending canvafsj I was in hopes 
that every topic of defamation had been 
cxhaofted ; and I never expe^ed that 
<he daring and tumuhuous interruption 
of laft Thurfday's poll would have been 
afcribed to me info illiberal and inAam-. 
matory a llile as my antagonill has 
thought proper to ufe. For nis condua 
in the courfe of this bufmefs, the Ser- 
jeant appeals to me i and I appeal to . 
the fenfe ofj mankind, whether a Band 
of Writers has not been let loofe to be 
the AJfaJjim of my Reputation ? Whether 
the Serjeant has not, in a manner un- . 
worthy of a Gentleman and a Lawyer, 
exerted every effort to fet up ufage. in 
oppofition to the Law of the Land, and , 
endeavoured, in a diSiatorial Manner, to 
compel the Sheriffs to clofe the poll iti 
one day, to the prejudice of the Elec- 
tors, and in violation of the authority 
vefted 
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veftcd in the returning ofEccn, 
by the wifdom of the legiflature ? 
My hopes, Gentlemen, were 
grafted upon your voices, and the 
full fenfe of the connty. I have 
ever fo condu6ted myfelf in life, 
that I might reafonably think the 
charafter, which the whole tenor 
of my adJions has eftabliflied, 
would be fufEcient to repel a 
charge of outrage and inhumani- 
ty. But I will not content myfelf 
with that refutation: I here de- 
clare in form, that not a fingle 
man, nor any fet of men, ever 
received from me, nor ever will 
receive dircdtly or indiredlly, the 
wages of iniquity.

Ihould confider themfelves as af- 
fiftants to the civil magiftr^te ;- I 
had no rcafon to be alarmed at my 
opponent's numbers on the poll^ 
books; it was my intereft that the 
election (hould be condudlcd qui- 
etly, and I leave it to every think- 
ing man to judge, whether a can- 
didate, who knew he was not firft 
upon the poll, and had actually 
five hundred voters then ready, 

fhould 
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fliould delire abruptly and rlotoufly to 
clofe the bufincfs, before the majority 
bad been turned in his idvour ? 1 cnce 
more fay, t never in my life hired a man 
for evil purpofes, and my heart could 
never confent to a meariirc of violence 
and barbarity. 

If a lignal was gi-.'cn j if Protflor and 
Liberty appeared in tli^ hats of ruffians, 
how that might be contrived by the 
eleilion-arts of my adverfarics, ncpd not 
now to be mentioned. If my antagonift 
was willing to face the mob, he had 
more confidence in a defperate banditti 
than I could have. To efcape from 
their fury was all that I could propofe 
to myfelf, and I aver that I was not 
only ftruck, but that I was in the utmoft 
peril of my life. I have, howtver, fur- 
viveii the dangers of that day as well as 
the Serjeant, and I prcmife that it fhall 
be to as good purpofes as that gentle- 
man can afTume. It fiiall be to bring 
this dark tranfaiSlion into open day- 
D light. 
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light, and to ftiew the world who has 
been the man of blood. 

The means of doing this are now tn

On the 20th of April, in the morn- 
ing, Mr. Wilkes came from his lodg- 
ings in Prince's- Row^, near Great George 
Street, Weftminfter, in a hackney cTiair, 
to the Parliament cofFee-houfe in Old 
Palace- Yard, being preceded by three 
gentlemen, who moft preflingly recom- 
mended filence and good order to the 
populace, as did Mr. Wilkes alfo from 
the chair. He ftaid at the coffee-houfe 
till the court was fat, and then went the 
back way into court, where his furren- 
GJer WAS NOT ACCEPTED. The 
matter was argued by council, and, it 
Vas determined, that according to law, 
Mr. 
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Mr. Wilkes fliould have furrendered 
himlelf to the Sheriff. The pleadings 
of the counfel lafted till neaf two o'clock, 
when Mr, Wilkes left the court, and 
withdrew to the cofFee^houfc for fomc 
time; and afterwards with his brother 
two gentlemen, went in a hackney-coach 
over Weftminfter-bridge, into Surry, 
attended by a great multitude of people, 
who obferved great jDeace and good or- 
der. Notwithftandihg there was io great 
a crowd in Weftminfter-hall, there was 
not the lead difturbance or interruption 
to the public peace, the liall and en- 
trance into court being lined by the con- 
ftables under the immedir^.te direftion 
and infpedion of Mr. Jurtice W^lch, 
and the other magiftrates of the city and 
liberty of WeftminlUr. The Judges,
